ONE SENATOR’S WEIGHTY VOTE 
Fi'-m 111«' iiiiladi'lp hia lU i*ord. 


By his jocular announcem ent th a t he 
intends to hold a p arty caucus to deter­ 
mine his course in the next senate, Mr. 
Ship stead 
of Minnesota, 
emp hasizes a 
condition of which the rep ublican leaders 
in W ashington are gloomily aware. 
For 
while he will be the sole attendant at 
the meeting, since he comp rises the en­ 
tire 
rep resentation of the 
farm er-labor 
p arty, it is quite conceivable th at on some 
issue he may hold the balance of p ower 
and decide the fate of im p ortant legisla­ 
tion. 
The odd situation becomes clear Tvhen 
the anomalous make-up of the senate is 
scrutinized. W ith one Maine seat vacant, 
there are at p resent fifty-four members 
listed as rep ublicans, with forty dem o­ 
crats and the single farmer-laborite. 
Os­ 
tensibly this gives the rep ublicans a m a­ 
jority of thirteen, but actually they can 
count on a maximum 
majority 
of only 
three, since Senators Norris and How’ell, 
of N ebraska; F razier anti Nye, of North 
Dakota, and La h'ollette of Wisconsin, are 
ard ent p rogressives and usually anti-ad­ 
ministration. 
And even th a t slender lead 
is p recarious, in view’ of the comp lete in- 
traetibility of Senators Borah of Idaho;
